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Supreme Court Rejects 


Parochial Tuition Aid 


(Special to Baptist Press) 
WASHINGTON — it is un- 
constitutional for a public 
school district to pay tuition 
for students to attend parochial 
high schools or religious acad- 
mies. a 
The United States Supreme 
Court has refused to review a 
decision by the Vermont State 
Supreme Court holding that 
such payments, made by the 
South Burlington School Dis- 
trict, violated the U. S. Con- 
stitution. 

The school district does not 
maintain a high school of its 


own, but pays tuition for its 
students to attend public high 
schools in nearby Burlington. 
Pursuant ‘to a 1956 amendment 
to the Vermont school’ code, 
which provided that it could 
fay tuition for students attend- 
ing any “approved school,’’ it 
began sending students to a 
Catholic diocesan high school 
in Burlington and Mount St.

- In School Aid Bill 


By W. Barry Garrett 


WASHINGTON — Has Presi- 
dent Kennedy grown soft in his 
position on federal aid to paro- 
chial- schools? Persistent - ru- 
mors here indicate that he may 
have agreed to some compro- 
mises in order to get his school 
aid program through Congress. 

Public school lobbyists and 
others interested in preserving 
separation of church and state 
are feverishly working all 
angles in last minute efforts 
to avoid a big double-cross on 
the school aid issue. 

Senate debate on the presi- 
dent’s school bill was sched- 
uled to begin Tuesday, May 
16, and administration leaders 
are having last minute con- 
ferences to work out legisla- 
tive strategy. 

Although the senate bill as 
reported out of committee does 
not contain provisions to aid 

hial schools, persistent 
rumors are that efforts will 
be made on the floor of the 
Senate to combine the presi- 
dent’s bill and the renewal and 
extension of the National De- 
fense Education Act. 

Appeasement Seen 

The NDEA contains aids for 
parochial schools’ at the point 
of loans for equipment to teach 
science, mathematics and for- 
eign languages. The appease- 
ment that, according to rumor, 
is to be offered to the bishops 
is to make the NDEA a part 
of the General Education Bill 
and to expand the loan provi- 
sion to include classroom con- 
struction. , 

Some opponents of federal 
aid to education in general are 
said to favor this maneuver 


-in order to kill. the whole fed- 


eral aid program. Others who 
favor federal aid to education 
see this as the only chance to 
get an education’ bill passed, 
and they are willing to com- 
promise on the parochial school 
issue in order to get it done..

The largest amount of money

POAU, Senate

WASHINGTON — (BP) — A 
Senate leader and a spokesman 
for Protestants and Other 
Americans United for Separa- 
tion of Church and State 
(POAU) tangled over a sug- 
gestion for a change in the 
United: States Constitution. 

Dr. C. Stanley Lowell, asso- 
ciate director of POAU, ix testi- 
mony befor@ the ‘Senate sub- 
committee on education, chal- 
lenged the Roman Catholic 
bishops to repeal the first 
amendment and substitute a 
new one in order to legitimize 
their demands for grants to 
parochial schools. 

Immediately Sen. Wayne 
Morse (D., Ore.), chairman of 
the sub-committee, challenged 
Lowell by saying that he was 
not in favor.of running to the 
country for a referendum to 
ehange -the constitution on 
questions that have not been 
decided by the Supreme Court. 

Morse’s opinion is that final 
court decisions concerning the 
constitutionality of federal aids 
to church-related schools have 
not been made. Lowell con- 
tends that the decisions in the 
Everson and McCollum cases 
have decided these issues. 

Asserting that there is “a 
direct and forthright way to 
resolve the question of consti- 
tutionality” of federal aids to 
church schools, the POAU 
spokesman said, ‘‘We challenge 
the Roman Catholic bishops to 
take the direct approach. Let 
them put their demands be- 
fore the American people in an 
honest plebecite. It is our opin- 
ion that they would be over- 
whelmingly defeated.”

Preliminary releases indicate 
the formerly) isolated area is 
moving into the mainstream of 
American life, du¢ to the open- 
ing of the area by industry, 
modern highways, television, 
and improveil public educa- 
tion. 

The area has lost heavily in 
population due to migration of 
residents to industrial centers. 
The survey indicated that coun- 
ties with lowest church mem- 
bership are losing the most 
population.

Japan was the 
Orient Secretary Winston Craw- 
ley’s report, airmailed from 
Hong Kong where he has tem- 
porary headquarters. After the 
destruction and disruption 
caused by World War II, Japan 
has experienced economic pro- 
gress and, along with it, a de- 
veloping and sharpening politi- 
cal crisis, he said. ‘“‘Demon- 
strations and even assassina- 
tions are evidence of the flow 
and counterflow in Japanese 
life — pointing up the urgent 
need for Christianity as a stabi- 
lizing moral power,” he added.

Dr. Crawley noted that even |

the war has been declining for 
several years there is much 
continuing real interest and re- 
sponsiveness. ‘‘Japan’s people 
are still wide open to the gos- 
pel,” he said.

Contrary to an opinion heard 
today, those crowds were not 
limited to the downtrodden and 
nameless riffraff. True it ig 
that the King James version 
says “the commen people 
heard Him Sladly.” But we 
need to examine that scripture. 
The word translated *‘common” 
is used at least 346 times in 
the New Testament. Here is 
the only time ‘it is translated 
“great” from the standpoint of 
number. The truth of this 
Scripture is that multitudes of 
all kinds of people heard Him 
gladly — doctors of Jewish 
law, centurions of the Roman 
government, devotees of Greek 
Philosophy as well as fisher- 
men, lepers, publicans, ete. 
Jesus had a. me: - 


Thus He began. Thus He 
continued during the first cen- 
tury through His Spiritual body 
in Jerusalem, Ephesus, Cor- 
inth, and Rome. But how is it 
today? As we look at half-emp- 
ty church houses, we are prone 
to wonder if He has lost His 
attractiveness for the ‘multi- 
tudes. But wait! Is He no long- 
er attractive, or is He tragi- 
Cally absent? Have the open, 
flagrant sins of the.flesh among 
church members and:the more 
insidious sins © of the spirit 
among the ministers driven 
Him from our ‘midst? Has the 
modern tendency - to Play 
church rather than to practice 
Christianity left Him outside? 


The second apparent thing 
is that the crowds attracted 
Him. No more heart-warming 
statement is to be found than 
the words, “when He Saw. the 
multitudes, He was moved with 
compassion’. (Mt. 9:36), Per- 
sonally, I think that the Ser- 
mon on the Mount should be 
interpreted as setting forth the 
principles of a winning Chris- 
tianity in view of those multi- 
tudes. Like. the prodigal,- man 
may go away from the Father’s 
house, but he cannot get out of 
His heart. No mother can love

— Indiana Southern Baptists 
voted here, through their Ex- 
ecutive Board, to negotiate for 
4.87 acres: of land for a State 
Convention office building. 
- The land, presently undevel- 
oped, is in Speedway, Ind., a 
suburb of Indianapolis. Present 
owners are asking $41,000 for 
it. 

The State Convention of Bap- 
tists in Indiana has offices now 
in’ Plainfield, several miles 
west of Indianapolis.

Moore of Plainfield, executive 
secretary of the ‘Convention, 
said the location of/two inter- 
state highway routes in Speed- 
way dictated. thexsite choice.

Baptists Were Hindered 
Baptists in North America were hindered from rapid 
growth during the colonial period by persecutions and 
other inhibitions. Their time was largely spent in self-de- 
fense and aggressive fight for soul liberty and the freedom® 
of worship. They led in the struggle for religious liberty 
in America which ended in the adoption of an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States which says, “CON- 
GRESS SHALL MAKE NO LAW RESPECTING ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS OF RELIGION OR PROHIBITING THE 
FREE EXERCISE THEREOP,. ..jcs0!?'Dhis og ee 
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States. have |since progressed more rapidly than Baptists 
in any other country of the world. With the emphasis given 
to world missions by the acquisition of thé Judsons and 
Luther Rice and the enthusiasm it engendered, local foreign 
mission societies sprang up in almost every state; the 
triennial Convention was organized in. 1814; state Baptist 
Conventions \succeeded each other in rapid succession be- 
ginning with|that of South Carolina in 1822; mission maga- 
zines and state Baptist papers appeared “almost every- 
where.”
